their houſe, oꝛ elſewhere, any Tunnellnet, Hoopnet, B2oadnet, Sheet 
net, oꝛ any other ſozt of Nets, Trannels, Lowbels , Engines, 
Snares, oz inſtruments whatſoeuer now deuiſed, 02 pꝛactiſed, o2 which hereafter ſhall bee de- 
uiſed, oꝛ pzactiſed , fo2 the getting, oꝛ taking of Pheſants, oz Partridges, either by day, 
oꝛ by night, vpon paine of His Maieſties high diſpltaſure, and ſuch pumſhment as His Court ot 
Starre Chamber ſhall thinke meete to inflict vpon ſuch delinquents, fo2 their contempt of his 
Maieſties Commandment in that behaife. And to the end His Maieſties ſaid royall pleaſure here- 
in may be hereafter moꝛe duely obſerued; His Maieſtie doth hereby ex pꝛeſly require, authoꝛiʒe and 
command, aſ well all and euery the Juſtices ot Peate in their ſeuerall Counties, as the maſter of His 
Maieſties Hawkes foꝛ the time being, That vpon requeſt to them, oꝛany one of them, fromtune to 
time made, by any perſon,o2 perſons that ſhall endeauour the pꝛeſeruingokthe ſaid game, oz the find- 
ing out ol the ſaid Nets, Snares, Engines, ſetting Dogs, oꝛ other deuices foꝛ taking of Pheſants, oꝛ 
Partridge: They make foꝛth their Warrants foꝛ the ſearching of any houſes, oꝛ other plates, where 
any ſuch Pets, Engines, Snares, ſetting. Dogs, oꝛ other deuites (hall be ſuſpettedto be had, made, oꝛ 
kept. And that thereupon it ſhall belawfall to euery luch perſon, oz perſons, hauing ſuch Warrant, 
oꝛ Warrants, to enter into, and make ſearch in any luch houſes, oꝛ places, where he oꝛ they ſhall vn- 
derſtand, oꝛ ſuſpect any ſuch Mets, Snares, Engines, letting Dogs oꝛ other deuites to be ſo made, 
vled, oꝛ kept; And the lame there found to ſeize, take, cut in pietes, and vtterly deſtroy at his and their 
pleaſures. And his Maieſtp doth further ſtraitly charge and command all Maiozs, Sherifes, 
Juſtices of Peace,Conſtables,Officers, and miniſtersof Puſtice whatſocuer, to take ſpetiall care foꝛ 
the dueerecution of His Mateſties ſaid royall Will and Pleaſure herein declared. And laſtlp, that all 
ſuch perſons as (hall be found offendoꝛs in the pꝛemiſſes, may be ſeuerely puniſhed, foꝛ ſuch their con- 
tempts, His Maieſty dotherp2eſlycharge and require. That vpon complaint oꝛ infozmationthereof 
mideto his Actozney generall foꝛ the time being, they be pꝛoteeded agamſt in the Starre Chamber, 
that they map reteiue condigne punichmentactoꝛding to their demerits.
